d) providing a second splitting assembly opposed to the first splitting assembly "the 
second splitting assembly including one or more splitting members positioned to define the' 
splitting line and to engage the workpiece and te split it generally along the splitting line and 
including a second plurality of projections adjacent the splitting line on the same side of the 
splitting line as the first plurality of projections of the first splitting assembly, said second 
Eluralityjjf projections of the second splitting assembly being positioned so that they engage the 
workpiece and. te break away portions of the workpiece during the splitting operation, and 

Si activating the first and second-opposed splitting assemblies in concert, whereby 
the resulting maaasy eonfirete block includes an opposed pair of irregular edges.

63. (Currently amended) The method of claim 62, wherein at least some of the first 
Piur^of projections break away portions of the workpiece subsequent to the one or more 
splitting members engaging the workpiece. 

64. (Currently amended) The method of claim 37, wherein at least some of the.frW 
r^uralitxof projections are positioned to travel into the workpiece during the splitting operation.
